As calmly as 
though death were tlie last thought in 
his mind the man stabbed 
himself 


through the heart. 


Ona drop of blood that reddened his 


shirt bOFOni told its silent tale of how 
death had clutched the vjetim the mo- 
ment that the tiny point of the lance 
struck the vital spot.
